Washington, lbs*. 27. — ISpecinl.j 
Then* is hope for good roads legislu 
tiou of some practical kind in tin* near 
future.

whether anything can he done at this 
session of congress; til** time is too 
short. 
Hurried and ill considered leg 
islation is not in the minds of tlios* 
who are handling the subject, but all 
the information that can be secured is 
to l>e collated so that the government 
can go about the m atter in a business 
like manner. 
The commission of the postal com­ 
mittees has already 
been 
at 
work. 
Data has been gathered In different 
states and effotts made to ascertain 
how the government and the states can 
best co-operate for tin* building of tin* 
roads. 
Maps showing t lie rural routes 
have been prepared to give an idea of 
th** extent of roadrnnking which the 
government can undertake. 
W hile a 
great deal of the information may be 
available for tile consideration of tin* 
postoffice appropriation bill Iii tin* sen­ 
ate. yet it is doubtful lf a definite plan 
can be outlined. 


The Senate Interested. 
A few days before the adjournment 
there was a little discussion of the 
Kenyon hill to prevent the shipment of 
liquors into prohibition states. 
It was 
surprising how interested senators be­ 
rain** in that measure. 
It is doubtful 
whether there is a real m ajority that 
wants the bill to pass. but they will 
vote for It if the bill ever reaches that 
stage. 
A t the same time it seems to 
be conceded that In time legislation of 
this character must be passed to meet 
the demand of tile temperance people. 


House Parliamentarians.

"Bowled Out.” 
“ If anybody bad raised the point of 
order I would have bowled him out,” 
remarked Speaker Clark one day when 
there was a parliam entary question to 
be decided.

of tile average Am erican boy, to say 
nothing of the Indians, who begins by 
selling papers and blacking boots, than 
the boy who never earned a dollar.” 


Illiteracy In the South. 
I asked a southern man why it was 
that nearly all the members of con­ 
gress from that section were so anx­ 
ious to pass a law excluding illiterate 
immigrants. 
H e said it was because 
of tile many illiterate negroes in the 
south and also the number of poor 
whites who would not educate their 
children and remained in ignorance 
for generations. 
Ile said thai tho ex­ 
perience w ith bot Ii tiles** classes had 
alarmed the southern men as to what 
might happen in case there should be 
un influx of illiterates from southern 
Europe to the southern states, some­ 
thing that lias been feared on account 
of tile tendency of the Mediterranean 
peoples to gravitate to southern cli­ 
mates. 
W hat Will They Say? 
When 
President Elect Wilson 
has 
that consultation with Speaker Clark 
and Leader Underwood, which is sched­ 
uled for tile near future, what will 
they say when lie asks them what they 
think of W illiam J. Bryan for secretary 
of state? 
It would be worth going sev­ 
eral miles to hoar the replies.

course it may bo assumed that Gover­ 
nor Wilson w ill not ask the question, 
but I was just supposing.

RAILWAY BUILDING 


Governor Clark ol Alaska Sub­ 


mits Annual Report. 


Washington, Dec. 2 7 .-Alaska • has 
prospered in many respects in the last 
year, according to Governor W alter E. 
Clark in his annual report, submitted 
to Secretary of the Interior Fisher. 
Governor Clark deplores, however, 
the present lack of railroad construc­ 
tion aaid of cheap native fuel, declar­ 
ing that proper development of tile 
territory’s 
resources 
demands 
ade­ 
quate means of transportation and the 
opening up of the fuel resources. 
He asserts that “ the residents gen­ 
erally are willing to accept any meas­ 
ure which w ill 
cause 
the 
fuel 
re­ 
sources to be opened to development; 
so much so that the comparative ad­ 
vantages of a fee system, a leasing 
plan or government operation have al­ 
most ceased to be matters oi discus­ 
sion.” 
A moderate decline in white popu­ 
lation during the last two years he 
attributes to “ diminished activity In 
placer mining in the interior valleys 
and in equal measure probably to in­ 
adequate land laws, to the remarkable 
public calumnies about Alaska which 
have kept capital without its borders 
and to the failure of congress to lend 
necessary means of encouragement to 
the development of a virgin region.” 
As 
to commerce 
between Alaska 
and the United States and with for­ 
eign countries, it was th** largest last 
year in the history of tile territory, 
totaling almost $63,000,000. 


which is th* liberation of the discon­ 
tented and ill assorted peoples who

political conditions he w ill proceed

vorably disposed and active pourpar­ 
lers are now going on between Em ­ 
peror Ferdinand and Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand. 
Servia, it is also said, is 
beginning to realize the advantages of 
the scheme.
